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ATTRACTION. 


It ſeems to be an univerſal Law in Crea- 


tion that Bodies have a mutual Attraction 
towards each other; the Cau“ is inexplica- 
ble from any Enquiries in Natural Philoſo- 


phy, and is only reſolvable into the Will of 
the Creator, whoſe Works we way contem- 
plate with Wonder, but the leaſt of which 
we never can fully comprehend. | 
The Earth, from its inimenſe Size, being 
hear £5,000 Miles in Circumference, keeps 
attached to itſelf Animals and other looſe 
Bodies to its Surface, the Waters of the Sea, 
the Atmoſphere, the light Clouds floating 
therein. | 
Bodies are faid to fall or deſcend, w. a 
they approach or are attracted to the Earth 
to riſe, when they recede from it: this holds 
with our Ant ipodes, or thoſe whoſe Feet, on 


the oppoſite Part of the Globe are directly 
| oppoſed to ours: it holds in all the different 


Parts of the World ; ſo that Up and Down 
are only relative Terms, the Up oſ one Place 
being the Down of another. 
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CAUSE or rug SEASONS. 


Adopting, however, for Illuftration's Sake, 
in deſcribing the Seaſons, the Idea of the 1 
North Pole being the uppermoſt Part of the 
Earth; it may be ſaid that our Glove alter- | 
nately aſcends and deſcends in the Courſe of 1 75 
its annual Orbit round the Sun. — At the 
Time of our Midwinter the Globe is in this“ 
Reſpect at its Height, we have but a low Þ 
Mid-qay Sun, and the People at the North 
Pole have none at all—from our Winter till 
Midſummer it continually falls to the South, 
gives us an aſceniing Noon-day Sun; and 
in Midſummer continual Day to the People 1 
near the Arctic Pole, while the South Pole is 
in its Turn involved in continual Shade. ;

To expreſs this technically the Axis of 
the Earth is rot perpendicular but oblique 
to the Flane of Its Orbit, 
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MOON any TIDES; 


The Moon accompanies the Earth through its 
annual Courſe, at ths ſame "Time nioving round 
it in an Orbit, as the Earth moves round the Sun; 


this produces thoſe various Phafes or Appearances 


obſervable in the Moon. | 

It is full Moon, when, the Earth being betweeh 
the Sun and the Moon, we ſee all the enlightened 
Part of the Moon; if it be directly between, the 
Moon is in Shade, and it is a Lunar Ecliyfe-— 
It is Change, when, the Moon bcing between us 
and the Sun, its enlightened Part is turned from 
us; if directly between, it makes a Solar Eclipſe 
It is Hait-Moon, when the Mocr being in the 
Quadratures, as the Aſtronomers cail it, or half 
Way between the two other Poſitions, we ſee but 
half the eniizhtened Part. 

The Attraction of the Moon draws up the Water 
of the Ocean urderneathst into a Swell, this is the 


Full Tide; or the oppoſite Side of the Earth there 


is a ſimilar Tide thrown up by the Centrifugal 
Force; the intervening Depreſf ons are the Ebb 
Tides. The Sun alſo produces Tides in a ſimilar 
Way, but theſe are fo faint, from the immenſe 
Diftance of the Sun, that they are ovly noticed as 
they affect the Lunar Ones. At the Time oi ll 
and Change the Solar and Lunar Swolls fail in with 


each other and produce Spring Tides ; at the Time - 
of Half-Moon they counteract each other's Forge 


and we have only Neap Tidcs. EK 


ECKIPTIC and ZODIAC. 

To imagine that the Earth ſtands ſtill, and 
that the Sun riſes and falls, is a falſe Idea, 
however confonant to the Perception of our 
Senſes, and as romantic as the Notion that 
Houſes, Trees, &c. upon Land are moving paſt 
us when we fail in a Veffel along the Store. 

While our Earth annually performs an 
Orbit round the Sun, the Latter appears to 
deſcribe a Circle, in the Heavens, and we 
ſeem to ſtand ſtill; this Circle is called the 
Eeliptic. The Zodiac is the ſame imaginary 
Kind of Circle, but extended to a confidera-. 
ble Breadth on each Side of the Ecliptic 
including the Paths of all the Planets. 
Lhe Ancients divided the Zodiae into 12 
Parts, and imagined or contrived certain 
Signs in each Divifion. Their Names and 
Characters are, as follow: _ :

5 Aſtronomers have conſidercd the ſtarry Heavens 


= as a Sphere, with our Earth in the Centre: this is 
the Appearance they make to our Senſes. They 
1 have divided the celeſtial and terreſtrial Spheres, 
5 by great and leſs Circles: Great Circles are thoſe 

which divide the Sphere equally ; leſs Circles are

Meridians are indefinite in Number; their Plane; 
interſect that of the Equator at right Angles. 


The Longitude of a Place upon Farth and tte 
Tight Aſcenſion of an heavenly Object are the. 
Diſtances from a certain Meridian, Circles ci 
Longitude in the Heavens are indefinite in Num- 
ber; their Planes interſect that of the Ecliptic at 
right Angles. The Latitude of any heavenly Ob- 
zect is its Diſtance from the Ecliptic ; the Lonse:- 


tude its Diſtance from that Circle of Longitude, | 


which paſſes through the firſt Point of Aries. 


The Horizon is that Circle which bounds our 
Sight, or it is the Termination of what is viſible to 
us cf the Sky, when on the Sea cr an extenſive Þ 
level Plane, In Mathematics the Plane of the 
Horizon is confidered, as paſſing through the Centre 
of the Farth. The Point directiy over our Heads 
is the Zenith, and that directiy oppofite to it in Þ 
the Reavens is the Nadir; theſe Points are the 
Poles of the Horizon. The Azimuths or vertical Þ 
Circles paſs through the Zenith and Nadir and! 
cut the Horizon at right Angles. The Altitude of 
an heavenly Object is its Diſtance from the Hori- 
zon; and a Circle paſſing through it parallel to the 


Korizon is an Almicanter or Parallel of Altitude.

A Continent is a large Tract of Land not 


ſeparated by the Sea as Europe, Aſia, &c. 
An Ocean is a vaſt Collection of Water 


not ſeparated by Land; as the Atlantic, and 
Pacific, &c.— A Sea is a ſmaller Collection 


of Water communicating with the Ocean; as 


the Mediterranean, the Baltic An Ifland is 


a Tract of Land furrounded by Water; as 


Great Britain, Ireland, &c, — A Lake is 
Water ſurrounded bv Land; as the Lake of 
Geneva—A Cape or Promontory is a Point 
of Land running far into the Sea; as the 
Cape of Good Hope—A Bay is a Part of the 
Ocean running far into the Land; as the 
Bay of Biicay—A Peninſula is Land almoſt 


ſurrounded with Water; as the Morea—A 


Gulph is a Part of the Sea almoſt ſurrounded 
with Land; as the Gulph of Venice—An 
Iſthmus is the narrow Part of Land which 
joins the Peninſula to any Country; as the 
Iſthmus of Suez—A Straight is a narrow 
Paflage from one Sea to another; as the 
Straight of Gibraltar.

The Names and Characters by which Aftrono-|þ 
mers expreſs the Planets re, as follow in Order he 
from the Sun.
